Will Prolong Downpour 
Rains Extend Over California, Washington 


And Oregon; High Water Delays Travel At 
Bay; Winds Smash S. F. Display Windows 


By THE UNITED PRESS 


A severe storm lashed most of the 
Pacific coast for the second straight 
day, causing damage in Washing- 
ton, Oregon and northern Califor- 
nia. 


Rivers were over their banks or 
close to flood stage in northern Cal- 
ifornia. High waters forced evacua- 
tion of homes in the Redding and 
the Napa areas. Oregon reported 
streams close to flooding, as heavy 
rains continued. 


A wind that reached a velocity of 
60 miles an hour struck Walla Wal- 
la, Wash., uprooting trees and tear- 
ing down power lines. A warehouse 
was unroofed. Roads were washed 
out by exceptionally heavy precip- 
itation in the area. 

A train was derailed near Red- 
ding, highways were blocked all 
through the northern part of Cali- 
fornia, and commuter travel between 
San Francisco and the East Bay 
cities was disrupted by flooding of 
an underpass leading from the Key 
System storage yards. 

The weather bureau continued 
small craft gale warnings and fore: 
cast strong winds along the entire 
coast: 


A new storm was forming in the 
ocean 700 miles off the coast. The 
weather bureau forecast general 
rains today and tomorrow for Wash- 
ington, Oregon, and northern Cali- 
fornia, with the precipitation 
Spreading tonight to the western 
portion of southern California, so 
far unaffected by the heavy rains. 

RIVER OVERFLOWS 

NAPA, (lPi—Heavy rains and an 
| exceptionaly high tide sent the Napa 
| River over its banks along a 15- 
‘mile stretch for the first time in 27 


years today, inundating a residen- 
' tial section here and lowland prop- 
| erties between Yountville and the 
river mouth. 


City firemen assisted families in 
a six-block area abutting the river 
here to remove furniture from their 
‘homes, A team of horses owned by 
the city and boats were used in the 
evacuation of the belongings of sev- 
| eral hundred families. 


RAILS BLOCKED 

SACRAMENTO, (lPi—The wWest- 
ern Pacific railroad announced that 
numerous small slides in the Fea- 
ther River Canyon had halted all 
traffic over that section of the road 
today. 

Water was becoming dangerously 
high on the Southern Pacific line 
from 20 miles west of Willows to 
Arbuckle, the Sacramento dispatch- 
er said. Trains were still proceeding

rain would tie up that section of 
the line. 
REDDING HIT 


REDDING, ‘(U—Scores of Dwell- 
‘ings along the banks of the Sac- 
ramento river were being evacuated 
early today as the stream contin- 
ued to rise at the rate of a foot an 
hour. 


Between 5 p. m. yesterday and 3 
a.m. today 4.17 inches of rain had 
fallen here and the deluge contin- 
ued.

SAN FRANCISCO — The cost of 
home ownership in Northern Cali- 


| fornia is steadily decreasing accord- 


ing to the district office of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration, which 
predicts that payments of not more 


| that $25 a month will be the aver- 


age under which newly-built FHA 
homes may be paid for in this dis- 
trict during the current year. 

It was shown that monthly pay- 
ments on FHA financed homes have 
become less each year since incep- 
tion of the insured mortgage sys- 
tem in 1935. During 1936 payments 
averaged $37 a month; in 1937 the 
average payment dropped to ap- 
proximately $35, with a further de- 
crease to $30 in 1938, and an aver- 
age of $38.52 a month last year. It 


is expected that an additional $3.52 | 


a month will be shaved from the 
1939 record to establish an average 
for 1940 home owners.

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As an accomplishment to ham or 
roasts, fresh pear halves filled with 
left-over canned berries, or cooked 
cranberries, is not only good-looking 
but very Savory. 

The pears provide a nicety of 
flavor, color and texture contrast, so 
necessary in planning winter meals 
which are all too apt to become 
“stodgy.” 

If pears are in a ripe condition, 
then the pears should be baked 
right in the roaster with the ham 
the last three-quarters of an hour 
and basted with the drippings and 
then sprinkled with brown sugar 
and cinnamon. If hard and green, 
the peeled pear halves should be 
placed with the ham for the last 
hour of baking time of the ham. 
Other delicious ways of combining 
winter pears with meats is to fry 


the same frying pan with pork 
chops, sprinkling a level tablespoon 
of brown sugar over the pear 
halves. Ripe pears will take just a 
few minutes to fry in this manner. 

To garnish meat, peeled pears, 
boiled in a syrup with cinnamon 
“red hots” make a colorful “red 
blush” pear which goes attractively 
(and deliciously) with meat.
